Shoppers at the southern end of 
Wilmington Plaza were shocked to 
see men running about with guns 
drawn about 3:45 p.m. last Thurs- 
day. The scene occurred as police 
moved in to arrest a Lawrence man 
on drug charges. 

State police arrested Kenneth 
Fantuzzi, 21, of 99 Andover St., 
Lawrence after he allegedly sold 
cocaine to an undercover state 
trooper. 

At the time of his arrest, Fantuzzi 
allegedly had in his possession 
seven ounces of cocaine and $1600 
in cash. 


Police said that Fantuzzi had been 
under surveillance for about two 
weeks. Det. Sgt. George Shepard of 
the Wilmington Police Dept. took 
part in the arrest, which was led by 
State Police Sgt. Edward Johnson, 
attached to the state atibrney gene- 
ral's office. 

Police lodged a charge of major 
trafficking in a class B substance, 
cocaine, over 200 grams. Fantuzzi 
was also’ held on a fugitive from 
justice warrant out ‘of New 
Hampshire, and a warrant on a 
charge of sale of a controlled 
substance, out of Salem, N.H. 


HMM consultants selected to 
fight against sludge facility

In a unanimous vote, the Wil- 
mington Sludge Siting Task Force 
last. week chose engineering 
consultants HMM Associates to aid 
in their fight against a sludge 
facility on Andover Street. 

A total of three firms submitted 
proposals for consideration. In the 
end it was a toss-up between HMM 
and JEP Inc. Mgmbers seemed to 
feel while IEP had’more strength as 
an environmental firm and was 
more familiar with the Ma: 
chusetts Water Resource Authority, 
HMM had better in-house staff and 
more experience in broader issues. 

During the meeting, some 
members questioned whether to 
hire a consultant right away or 
await the results of a final cut of the 
remaining ten sites. 

Chairman Joe Courtney favored 
the former. 

"I think we should go forward 
immediately," he: said. Courtney 
told his board the consultant could 
start by analyzing available 
material on sludge plants and the 
site. He and fellow member Peter 
Breen noted that time was running 
out. Breen added that the 
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Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority might be discouraged if a 
consultant were on board. 

"Maybe they'll prefer not to deal 
with us if they know we're loaded 
for bear,” he said. 

Everett’ Penney, Andover's 
Director of Public Health, sug- 
gested the $14,000 consultanting 
fee might be better spent on legal 
aid to fight a facility in court. He 
said it was his feeling a consultant 
couldn't come up with a study to 
stop the MWRA. Previously, task 
force members had asked Andover 
to join them in the action since thar 
town, too, would be seriously im- 
pacted if Wilmington were chosen 
as one of the sites. 

Courtney bemoaned the fact that 
it was still unclear exactly which 
property was being targeted by the 
MWRA. Owners of two adjacent 
parcels on Andover Street have al- 
ready been notified their property 
was under consideration. It was 
learned Thursday the Henry 
Brooks Estate on Andover Sturcet 
may also be part of the site, even 
though the MWRA has insisted they 
are not going to expand any of the 
current sites.

Housing Task Force 
to educate public

A three-month public education 
program will be conducted by the 
Wilmington Affordable Housing 
Task Force to inform residents on 
what exactly is affordable housing 
and give them an opportunity to ask 
questions on the subject. 

Rusty Rodes, consultant to the 
Task Force, proposed a number of 
ways for educating the public. 

Rodes suggested "putting together 
a snappy brochure." He gave an 
example of a brochure on affor- 
dable housing which the town of 
Northboro produced. He described 
it as being a “nice eight and a half 
by 11 with artwork, explaining 
how Northboro residents can take 
advantage of affordable housing. 

Rodes said that brochures like this 
can be distributed and also inserica

Wilmington will receive two 
grants under the state's Incentive 
Aid program, to improve the 


) management effectiveness of the 


town and its school system. 

Assistant Town Manager Jeff Hull 
is heading a strategic management 
task force, which is involved with 
the working to implement strategic 
planning methods such as would be 
used in the private sector. 

One grant is for $10,000, for the 
second year of the development a 
strategic management plan. Work- 
ing with the Mass. Municipal 
Association as a consultant, the task 
force is looking at various depart- 
ments in town to come up with 
some goals which can then be 
translated into department objec- 
tives. Last year's grant was for 
$9000, which was supplemented by 
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$1000 in town funds. 

A second grant of $22,000 will 
pay for participation in the 
Municipal Management Institute at 
Middlesex Community College. 
This program offers courses, 
seminars and workshops for 
municipal officials in areas which 
will increase their effectiveness in 
their positions. The grant will 
actually serve officials from 
several towns, with Wilmington 
serving as the community in 
the program.

Rodes also suggested another 
possibility: the sponsoring of a bus 
wip to various model units. "There 
people can tour them and get an 
idea of what a typical two or three 
bedroom unit looks like,” he said, 
He added that this would be "an 
extremely effective way, but 
expensive. 

Task Force members stated that 
they would also set up a work shop 
for town residents to attend and 
discuss different aspects of 
affordable housing. Jim Stew: 
Task Force chairman, said that this 
would be sct up some time after 
Labor Day of this year. 

Stewart said that it would be 
important to "focus‘on getting out 
the press reléases and brochures 
first. The cable TV program will 
take some time to organize." The 
other proposals were not decided as 
yet. 

In response to the affordable 
housing education effort, Stewart 
said, "We should keep it simple."

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McDonald critical of 
industrial parking regs 


The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday evening received some 
unexpected comments about their 
parking regulations for industrial 
areas. The-comments came from 
the chairman of the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals, and were 
delivered immediately after a dis- 
cussion of the parking area at 14 
Jewel Drive.

Hall had photographs 
taken from the air, showing a lot of 
empty parking spaces at 14 Jewel 
Drive. The photos were taken at 10 
a.m. on a regular business day 
(Wednesday) 

The parking at the site, he told the 
board, had 82 to 86 cars. There 
were parking spaces for 140, in

Board of appeals grants 
nine new house lots 


The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals on August 9 granted 
permission for a total of nine new 
house lots in Wilmington. David 
Fuller of Lorin Way (off Swain 
Road) led the list with five new 
house lots, southerly of Hillside 
Way. He had an interested audience 
of neighbors, some of whom were, 
atfirst, dubious, 

Poller was requsting four special 
permits,for four hammerhead lots, 
and one regular house lot. The 
neighbors knew about hammerhead 
lots, from their reading of board of 
appeals cases, but were hazy on the 
details. 


After the board had granted the 
special permits Janna Corsetti of 
Hillside Way spoke up to say that 
now she could see the way to get a 
hammerhead lot out of her 
property. She probably will. 

Peter Enos and others were 
dubious about the overflow of 
water from the water department 
standpipe, off Hillside Way. Water 
flows from time to time, when the 
standpipe has been filled, and it 
crosses Hillside Way to flow 
downhill near his home, Enos has a 
special term, "the brook" to 
describe the flow. 

The appeals board told Enos that 
Fuller would have to discuss that 
problem with the conservation 
commission. The appeals board has 
no jurisdiction, 

‘The easiest case was that of Joseph 
Casey, who was secking a 
hammerhead lot at 65 Federal St. 
He was represented by Attorney 
Daniel Brown, It was all over in 
about three minutes. 

The most complicated case to 
show up was by Richard Stuart, of 
Northeastern Development Corp. 

Lot 56, Taft Road, is, he said 
"100 percent rock." Twenty or 30 
persons had probed in the area, 
trying to find suitable soil into 
which a septic system could be put. 
Behind that lot, and at right angles 
to it is another house lot which is 
“landlocked.” There is no legal 
frontage, on any street. 

It was the proposal of Stuart that 
the two lots be redefined, after 
having been combined, so that part 
of the "100 percent rock” lot be 
extended to good soil, and the other

The attorney 
representing Griffen was Joseph 
Courtney. 

After presenting the facts in the 
case Courtney presented a signed 
list of names, neighbors, who were 
in favor. Others were present, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Clair Estes 
who declared that Steve Griffen 
was a boy who had grown up in the 
neighborhood, and they wanted 
him to come back. 

‘The appeal was granted. 

In other cases granted, one was to 
Robert Thomas of 5 Clyde Avenue, 
near the Tewksbury line. He may 
now install a swimming pool, 
closer to the lot line than the law 
allows. 

Richard Rivers of 5 Taft Road 
was granted the right to make an 
addition to his home. He is not to 
build any closer than 15 feet from 
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the road. The addition, he said, 
“should make the house look 
better" and the board of. appeals 
agreed. 

Phillip Corrigan of 4 Wedge- 
wood Avenue was granted the right 
to make an addition to his home, 
with one more room. 

Roger Letu and Louise Boisvert 
had problems because of a “deck” 
that had been constructed in back of 
their home. It had been done, Letu 
declared “with no malicious 
intent.” He had purchased the home 
in June 1986, a 50 foot wide lot. The 
appeals board granted the request. 

Peter Lepore of Adams Street 
wants to enlarge a home located at 
35 Burnap Sweet. He wants to take 
off the room, and put in a second 
story. After a thorough examina- 
tion and discussion the appeal was 
granted. 

Chester and Sheryl Soderquist of 
21 Hobson Avenue appeared to 
acquire a variance to construct an 
addition to the back of their home, 
together with a second story.

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Dear Larz: 

Being a concerned resident of 
Wilmington I feel I must let the 
other residents of this town know 
what's going on with the proposed 
subdivision plan for Amherst Road. 

The planning board held a 
meeting July 26, 1988, after 
sending certified letters to all the 
abutters. I was not able to attend, 
but after reviewing the plans and 
talking to some of the abutters I 
find there is a lot of opposition. 

To list a few things: 

Amherst Road will be lowered 14 
feet from its high point, with two 
14 foot high retaining walls on each 
side. Fourteen foot walls are much 
too high for our town or any other 
town, To quote a neighbor, it'll 
look like your entering the Sumner 
Tunnel in Boston. (The West 
Intermediate School is one street 
away). Will we read one day in the 
Town Crier how a small child 
playing on the walls on Amherst 
Road fell and is now in a 
wheelchair? . 

The proposed plan also calls for 
relocating one neighbor's driveway 
(which one year ago they payed 
$3,500 to have paved) to the other 
side of their property.

Dear Larz: 

Along’with many of my neigh- 
bors, I am a plaintiff in a suit 
against the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals relative to its decision to 
grant a variance to erect a six story 
motel at the southern junction of 
Route 93 and Lowell Street. 

I always thought that the zoning 
bylaws were created as part of a 
master plan to create uniformity in 
the developmental evolution of the 
community and prevent develop- 
ment excesses on the part of 
individual property owners. 

I also thought that individual 
landowners, when faced with 
certain hardships could obtain 
variances, as in the case of the 
Current chairman of the board of 
appeals who was granted variances 
for two hammerhcad lots adjacent 
to his own property. As long as the 
degree of variance was reasonable, 
didnot change the character of the 
neighborhood and was not opposed 
by the neighbors, the variance 
would be granted. 

This is not the case in the motel 
situation: 

a. Hardship - The petitioner did 
not prove a hardship. Only one plan 
was submitted to the board and the 


petitioner indicated that the specific 
plan was not economic unless the 
building is six stories tall. I feel 
confident that if the petitioner were 
to make it known to the hotel/motel 
trade in gencral that the land was 
available for development a plan 
could be found to be economically 
practical iin zoning bylaws. We 
are not talking about hardship, but 
about maximizing return on 
investment. 

b. Degree of variance - The 
board of appeals has granted a 
variance from the zoning bylaw of 
three storics (approximately 40 
feet) to six stories (approximately 
75 fcet) in height, virtually 
doubling the allowable height. To 
accommodate the expanded guest 
facilities the board also agreed to 
waive the buffer zones to increase 
the parking arca. 

c. Neighborhood impact - 
This facility will contain 260 
Suite+type units. This translates into 
1000 sheets, 1000 pillow cases, and 
500 towels or more to be laundered 
daily. There is no sewerage in this 
area, the land, at least in my yard is 
clay sitting on ledge. Where will 
the water go? Water pressure in the 
area is already low. What will 
happen when 260 visiting guests all 
shower at the same time every 
moming. What happens a couple of 
years from now when the owner 
decides that operating this facility 
as a hotel is not economically 
justified he must convert to 
condominiums to make it profit- 
able? Do we grant another vari- 
ance? What impact then? 

d. Neighborhood opposition 
- When the petitioner first 
presented his plan to the board of 
appeals there was not an empty 
chair in the audience and people 
lined up against the walls, spilling 
into the hallway for this meeting. 
Unfortunately for the neighbors, 
the petitioner did not have his act 
together and the board of appeals, 
disregarding overwhelming oppo- 
sition to the plan from the 
neighbors, granted another date to 
the petitioner to resubmit his 
proposal. Neighborhood attendance 
at that and subsequent meetings fell 
off sharply. Attendance fell off not 
because of apathy or indifference, 
but because we are all working 
hard to maintain our homes, raise 
our families, and stay active in the 
community. Conflicting priorities 
and commitments make it very 
difficult for many homeowners to 
commit the kind of time necessary 
to defeat this kind of situation: 

Please forgive my rambling, but I 
am very disheartened by the fact 
that the people we have elected into 
office to serve us, and the people 
they have appointed, also to serve 
us, have allowed this abomination 
to occur. 

Let them remember that a hotel 
building does not vote, an office 
building does not vote, but we 
vote and we will remember who is 
in office today. 

One more thing, if we allow this 
to happen, what about the next 
petitioner with an eight story 
building or a 10 story building. 
Where does it stop? In south 
Wilmington, on Concord Street, on 
Route 125....where????

becoming more and more of a financial burden due to 
drastically increasing auto insurance rates. While the 
insurance people tell us they're losing money and we 
should all feel very sorry for them (sometimes I stay 
awake at night and shed tears for the executives at 
Liberty Mutual), consumers like you and I are throwing 
money after money to pay bulging insurance premiums. 
Automobile insurance is mandatory in Massachusetts, 
and the industry is closely regulated by the state. 

The most recent bad news came this week when the 
industry asked Insurance Commissioner Roger Singer 
for a 19 percent rate hike for 1989, That's probably 
quadruple what the average working man got for a raise 
at work this year, but the folks at Liberty, Metropolitan 
and the rest want us to accept this hike as reasonable, 
because they're losing so much money on terrible drivers 
like us. 

But like everything else in this world insurance in 
Massachusetts is reaching a breaking point, and the 
reform movement in the state is gaining some 
momentum. According to State Rep. Geoff Beckwith, a 
bill passed by the House of Representatives last June 
would be the right step in the right direction if enacted 
with certain amendments. "That bill alone would change 
enough to eliminate much of the rate hike", said 
Beckwith in an interview on Tuesday. . 

If passed in its present form, the insurance bill would 
institute some positive reforms and one negative. The 
negative would probably be the worst thing to happen to 
drivers since the oil embargo and radar traps. But the 
good news first. 

The insurance bill increases something called the "tort 
threshhold" from $500 to $1,250, That's attorney talk 
which basically means you could only sue for medical 
bills above $1,250. This would put a dent in litigation. 
Also in the legal department, the pending legislation 
would make it more difficult for the courts to approve 
retroactive rate hikes, as they recently did. 

The bill would also end something called "stacking". 
This is a great trick used by attormeys, who are even 


better than insurance companies at making money. If 
your in an accident and have other insurance policies on 
other cars in your family, attorneys have made claims 
against all of your policies for the accident which should 
be covered under a single policy. 

Also, the reform bill would limit payment of personal 
injury protection, known in the industry as P.I:P. People 
often collect P.I.P. money even when they have already 
been covered for injuries by their health-care plan. The 
insurance bill would also take certain steps against "bad 


drivers". 


Now for the bad news. The insurance company 
lobbyists have succeeded in having something called 
“rolling reconciliation" made a part of this legislation. 
‘This little, green monster would be the worst event since 
the last outbreak of typhus. In what Rep. Beckwith 
describes as “outrageous”, rolling reconciliation would 
allow the insurance companies to reset rates retroactively 
whenever they don't make moncy. 

Rep. Beckwith plans to move for striking rolling 
reconciliation from the bill, saying, "We must treat 
consumers fairly and make insurance companies 
Tesponsible for making their own profits as opposed to 
guaranteeing them profits." 

Those sentiments are shared by Josh Kratka, 
consumer attomey for the Mass. Public Interest Research 
Group, better known as Mass. PIRG. In an interview 
earlicr this week Kratka said his group has launched a 
state wide petition calling for the State Senate to support 
an amended insurance reform bill. Along with scrapping 
rolling reconciliation, Mass. PIRG is lobbying for 
insurance companies to make direct payment for repairs, 
thereby creating competition in the body shops. 

With auto insurance rates beginning to strangle the 
consumer, summertime might be a good opportunity to 
grab your legislator and urge them to support needed 
reform. Geoff Beckwith hit it right on the head when he 
said, "It's becoming prohibitively expensive to keep a car 
on the road, and since cars are a necessity, that's got to 


stop."

Marshalls went ona tour of Russia 


Dr. and Mrs. John Marshall, of 
Wilmington and Reading, were 
eae! of a romp of 42 persons who 


in the fall of 1987. The, group left 
the United States in early 
September and returned in the 
middle of October. He spoke of the 
tour, and exhibited slides, 
photographs he had taken, on June 
8 at the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington, 

The visitors to Russia heard of the 
rigorous examinations of arrivals 
in Russia, and they expected to 
undergo such exams. There were 
none. Not even a check on the 
passports, said Doc Marshall. 

Because of the effects of "jet lag” 
the group stayed over for two days 
in Ireland, Shannon Airport, and 
had a trip to Limerick. Part of the 
trip was to the “Peace Office.” 

The Intourist Guide, customary 
in Russia, was a lady named Ella. 
She stayed with the tourists for 
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three weeks. But the “peace 
tourists" had a special advisor, a 
member of their group named 
Carol. She had studied two years at 
the University of Moscow, and 
sometime interpreted differently 
than did the Intourist Guide. 

As the party flew from one part 
of the country to another, Doc 
Marshall noted, they never had an 
occasion to mingle with Russian 
passengers who were on the plane. 
The group was always a group by 
itself, 

But Marshall had words of praise 
for the Russian people, and the 
things they do. He was, he said, 
very much imy 

There were a lot of repairs. 
There were flowers everywhere. It 
as amazing, he told the audience, 
how much they do. 

"I certainly have a different 
respect now, than that I used to 
have.” This is a young nation, and it 
is growing.” 


Everywhere the group went there 
were groups who would sing to 
them in English. "Then we would 
Sing to them.” The best part, he 
said, was a group of six-year-olds 
who sang, in English "America the 
Beautiful. 

Lenin's Tomb, in Moscow, was 
one of many things he 
photographed. 

To Dr. Marshall Lenin's Tomb 
did not "stand out” the way he had 
thought it would. It is constructed, 
he said, of plain marble. 

Gorky, one of the cities they 
visited, is a-city of a million people 
in southern Russia, a seaport on the 
Black Sea. He noted that there were 
many stalls, along the streets where 
persons were selling food raised on

Misconceptions about so-called 
“sodium free" beverages 


by George R. Allan 

Take a walk in any supermarket 
and notice the number of beverages 
that are labelled low sodium or salt 
free. These ads are deceiving. 
Sodium free beverages do contain 
sodium: 

There is a double standard when 
classifying sodium in beverages. 
The Food and Drug administration 
allows a cola or bottled water to be 
called sodium free if the sodium 
level is below 28 mg per liter, It 
can be labelled "very low sodium" 
if the sodium level is below 195 mg 
per liter, Municipal water depart- 
ments, however, are required by 
the State to send a notice out to 
water takers when the sodium 
concentration exceeds 20 mg per 
liter, The response of some 
consumers is to run out and buy 
“sodium free" bottled water, which 
may have as much sodium as the tap 
water. 

If you read the labels of common 
beverages,you will find that sodium 
is listed on a “per serving" basis. A 
serving being defined as 6 ounces. 
When these sodium levels are 
converted to a liter basis, the results 
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are as follows: 

Dict Cola, 197 mg 

Milk, 525 mg 

Apple Juice, 56 mg 

V-8 Juice, 3500 mg 

Our socicty scems to crave 
sodium free products. This is a 
product of Madison Avenue 
marketing. The human body has a 
physiological need for sodium. The 
adult’ needs several 

sand mg per day. Those on 

sodium restricted dicts nced 
between 250 and 500 mg per day 
Water contributes only a minor 
percentage of this total 

Yet the public overreacts when 
the sodium in their tap water 
exceeds 20 mg per liter. Many 
times the water is crroncously 
referred to as “contaminated.” 

Sodium is present in all natural 
waters to a varying degree. It is 
derived from the leaching of salt 
deposits in the carth, Road salting 
and home water softeners also add 
sodium to drinking watcr. Road 
deicing typically receives most of 
the bad press for sodium in water. 


Improved salt spreading techniques 
and covering salt storage areas have 
reduced this threat to a manageable 
level 

Water departments across the 
state are prohibited from using 
sodium chemicals in their treatment 
plants if the sodium level exceeds 
20 mg per liter. Many times the 
substitute chemical costs more than 
the sodium chemical, thus driving 
up the cost of wa 

The EPA is re-cvaluating the 
issue of sodium in drinking water. 
Recent medical research indicates 
that the link between sodium in 
drinking water and hypertension 
has been overstated. The EPA, 
therefore, is planning to remove 
sodium from its list of regulated 
contaminants under recent amend- 
ments to the Safe Drinking Water 
Act. 

There are many water quality 
problems facing watcr supplics in 
New England. Sodium, however, is 
the least of these problems. 
Unfortunatcly, in the past it has 
received too much publicity; many 
times diverting attention from 
more serious contaminants.

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Changing drivii 
position can stem jue 
By changing your driving 
position, you can beat fatigue, 
improve your control, and drive 
more comfortably, Registrar 
Robert M. Hutchinson, Jr. wishes to 
remind motorists. 

“Motorists often complain of stiff 
necks or sore lower backs, especial- 
ly after they have been on the road

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Backyard Gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

A Tewksbury woman, Mrs. E.L. 
phoned with this problem on 
carrots, "Every year it is the same 
story, my carrots are stunted and 
misshapen, What am I doing 
wrong?" The most common cause 
of stunted and poorly formed 
carrots is a too shallow soil. Like 
all of the root crops, carrots 
require a deep, loose soil to develop 
properly. Check your planting site 
with a spade shovel. Chances are 
you have four or five inches of 
topsoil, and hard packed shale or 
clay below that. Next spring when 
you prepare your vegetable garden, 
loosen up the arca where you will 
plant your root crops down to 15 
inches. I am sure you will see quite 
a difference in the size of your 
carrots if you follow this 
suggestion. 

P.K. of Wilmington writes as 
follows: I thought I would try a 
different vegetable this year, and I 
had heard that New Zealand 
Spinach is easy to grow and high in 
vitamin C. I planted a long row, but 
after two weeks, not one seed 
germinated. I finally turned the soil 
over and planted more bush beans. 
Why do you think the New Zealand 
Spinach seeds did not sprout?” 

There is always the chance that 
you bought a bad packet of seeds. 
This does not happen often, but 
occasionally it docs, especially if 
you took a chance on a low priced 
off brand. You will rarely buy bad 
sced from the "name" brand seed 
houses, including Burpee, Harris, 
Park, Burgess, Hart and Johnnies. 1 
Suspect that you were not aware 
that New Zealand spinach seeds 
take a much longer time to sprout 
than just about every other vege- 
table seed, If you planted during a 
dry spell (which includes all of 
April, May and June) and did not 
water the planting site immediately 
and then every three or four days 
thereafter, this would explain why 
the seeds did not germinate. Try 
this next spring: soak the seeds for 
24 hours before planting. Then 
keep the soil moist until you see the 
young plants pop through in about 
10 days. I have grown New Zealand 
Spinach for many years using this 
planting technique and it always 
works. I like this vegetable over 
regular spinach because it will not, 
bolt to seed quickly in the heat of 
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late June. Most people who grow 
this "green" (it is not a spinach at 
all) prefer it over regular spinach 
because it tastes better. 

Do give it another try next 
spring. 

A letter from J.R. of Wilmington 
reads,” I tried planting onion sets 
using the wide row system as you 
advised back in May. For the most 
part it has worked well and we are 
really enjoying the baby onions. 
One problem - on some of the 
onion plants, maybe 25 percent, the 
‘stems have kind of deteriorated just 
above the soil line. What might be 
causing this?" My best guess would 
be that you have an infestation of an 
insect called the onion maggot. This 
pest will not injure the onion itself, 
but docs cause the stem area to 
deteriorate, putting an end to the 
swelling of the onion bulb. These 
white maggots are about one-third 
inch long, and legless. If you open 
up a few of your damaged plants, 
you will probably see them. Best 
way to prevent a total loss would 
be a good dusting of rotenone now, 
and again in a week. next year, start 
your weekly dusting when the 
young plants are three inches tall, 
and continue the application 
through July. 

J.C. of Wilmington asks, "Some- 
thing has been gnawing the base of 
my Big Max pumpkins. Whatever it 
is has not gone all the way through 
yet, but I am worried that this will 
eventually ruin my Halloween 
pumpkins. Help!" Not much doubt 
that you have either gray field mice 
or voles in or near your garden, I 
have had this same problem off and 
on with the giant pumpkins I have 
grown over the last 25 years. Here 
is what to do: put out a half dozen 
standard mouse traps baited with a 
good strong cheddar cheese, Set 
them 10 feet apart randomly 
around the garden and check them 
daily. As a second “insurance” step, 
dust completely around the base of 
each pumpkin being sure to coat the 
pumpkin itself three or four inches 
up from the bottom with powdered 
rotenone. My problems with small 
rodents gnawing on pumpkins have 
all but disappeared since I went to 
this two step system several years 
ago. Be sure to redust the pumpkins 
immediately after heavy rains,

Meuse led top — 
TMHS team 


I figured that I'd clean up the 
Sports Notebook before I head for 
vacation in what will be my final bit 
of relaxation before the football 
season takes a firm tochold right 
through January. 

This past season saw the 
Tewksbury High School 
basketball team qualify for the 
Eastern Massachusetts’ 
Tournament for the first time since 
the 1974-75 Merrimack Valley 
Conference championship team. 

Just after coach Bob Melillo's 
Redmen had clinched the tourney 
berth behind the record breaking 
scoring of Rich Prince I had an 
interesting conversation with 
Tony Romano, who coached 
Chris Prince and the best hoop 
team ever at TMHS. More on that 
later: 

Romano recalled the first TMHS 
team to make the tourney, the 1967 
Squad that featured a starry starting 
lineup of Russell Millet, Bill 
Bullock, Kevin Kelley, John 
Hazel and Rich Gallagher, That 
team finished with an overall mark 
of 17-5 and won one game in the 
tourney before being eliminated. 

Three years later I was a member 
of a freshman team and then a 
junior varsity team that would lose 
only one game, 

I was a bench warmer at best for 
most of my career at TMHS, but I 
got a good first hand look at what I 
think was the greatest team ever at 
the school, led by the greatest 
player in Tewksbury basketball 
history. 

The 1972-73 team was led by Jim 
Meuse, a guard with the jumping, 
defending and scoring ability that I 
believe puts him a notch above the 
other TMHS greats Chris Prince, 
John Hurley and Tim 
Boudreau. They all had their 
individual talents that enabled each 
of them to leave their respective 
marks on the sport. 

Prince was the picture-perfect 
jump shooter that went on to star at 
the University of Lowell, 
Hurley the power forward that set a 
TMHS scoring record with hard 
work and a board-banging style, 
and Boudreau was a superb athicte 
that carried the scoring burden 
throughout his four years as a 
starting guard. 

Tim eventually broke Hurley's 
scoring mark more than a year ago 
and remains the all-time scoring 
leader at Tewksbury High School. 

But it was the 1972-73 team that 
deserves that number one ranking 
despite not even winning the 
conference championship that year, 
finishing second with its’ 17-3 
mark. 

That team was the only TMHS 
hoop squad to ever play at the 
Boston Garden, losing to 
Lexington in the semifinal round 
of the tournament. 

The starting lineup featured 
Meuse and junior Bill Mackey at 
the guards; Joe Lewis at center; 
and Mike Manna and John 
Bacheller at forwards. Gary 
Jenkins came of the bench to 
provide scoring punch at the 
forward position. The 'Red' team 
that saw little playing time but 
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provided plenty of vocal support 
featured Steve Taylor and Ron 
Magee. I sat out that season far 
from the sidelines with a badly 
sprained ankle, 

Andover won the MVC 
championship that year, defeating 
Tewksbury in the famous "stall 
ball" game in the last Redmen home 
game of the year, 39-32, 

'~ The Andover stars that season 
were Scott White (at 6'7" the 
biggest player in the MVC that 
season) and Carmel Cooper, a 
legitimate power forward who 
went on to have several fine seasons 
at Yale University. 

Romano, now an assistant 
principal at TMHS, fondly 
remembers that 1972-73 tcam, 
recently inviting some of those 
players over to his home to view 
the old movies and go through the 
scrapbooks. 

That team helped build the 
foundation for two more 
championship caliber teams the 
next two years at TMHS 

Romano's last season at the TMHS 
hoop helm was the 1973-74 squad 
that posted a 17-3 mark and won 
the first conference championship 
in the school's history. 
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Meuse had graduated and gone on 
to play at Boston State College. 
Manna, Bacheller, Lewis and 
Jenkins all had graduated. The 
starting lineup that season was Ted 
Whitney and Steve Taylor at the 
forwards; a gangly Dave 
McLeish at center, and Mackey 
and Prince at the guards. 

This championship was 
impressive in that Romano was 
breaking four players into the 
starting lineup with Mackey. None 
of those players had the experience 
and basketball savvy of the 
previous year's starters. 

But ii all worked, and Romano's 
last team was a balanced unit that 
finally was-eliminated in ther first 
game of the tourney. 

Mickey Sullivan, a freshman 
basketball coach at Tewksbury, 
(and later athletic director at the 
school) was elevated to the varsity 
position for the 1974-75 season and 
he inherited a team that was firing 
on all cylinders. 


Prince was now the best player in 
the conference, Whitney and 
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Former TMHS star Jim Meuse skies for two 
points against Lexington at the Boston Garden in 
1973. The Redmen lost and were eliminated from 
the tournament.

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Looking fish in the eye

Fish live in the water. 

We live in the air. So far so good. 

When we ge fishing, we try to 
guess where in the water to find the 
fish, but we're blind and guessing. 

‘There is an easier way ... 

A fun and almost foolproof way 
to find fish, even big ones, is to go 
look them right in the eye. Get 
down into their clement and find 
the den of Mr. Bass. 

Snorkeling, or diving with a full 
scuba outfit if you can afford it, 
provides a fascinating glimpse into 
the inhuman realm where the fish 
live. We can't live there, but what a 
great place to visit! And it makes 
fishing that much better when you 
know what's down below. 

Just this weekend I took my step- 
son, Jon Woodman, out to Peter's 
Pond in Dracut for a snorkeling 
expedition, to get a better feel for 
the places where fish live and work. 

The trip went ... uh ... fairly well. 

Unfortunately, Peter's Pond is the 
color of tea. There must be a peat 
bog somewhere under the surface, 
because the water is tinted a deep 
shade of brown. The visibility was 
so bad that we couldn't go much 
deeper than three feet -- then again, 
maybe we were afraid of the dark. 

One thing we successfully did, 
however, was to fully survey an 
enormous rock that lies just under 
the surface. We've both caught bass 
around the rock, and the trip gave 
us a few previously hidden insights 
about the boulder, 

First, the rock is ten times the size 
that I thought it was. Instead of 
being three fect high, the rock is 
sitting in eight feet of water! Two 
of the sides are vertical, while the 
others taper off. Not only that, the 
rock is almost fifteen feet long, 
instead of being a rounded lump of 
stone. I've lived in smaller apart- 
ments! 

All of that information will be put 
to good use on our next trip to the 
pond, Now we'll be able to work 
that boulder over with precision, 
since we know what it looks like 
from close up. 

Years ago I found another such 
rock -; this time in Long Pond in 
Tyngsboro, The rock was barely 
visible from the surface, and my 
cousin and I found it only when the 
sun was beating straight down. We 
dropped anchor, then donned mask 
and fins to go take a look. 

Again, the rock was much bigger 
than we would have guessed. The 
stone was roughly spherical, but 
there was a small nook underneath 
that we would have never found 
any other way except by diving. 
Living in the nook was a bass of at 
least four pounds, and we spent the 
afternoon chasing the fish around. 
It didn't scem afraid of us, or at 
Jeast not much. 

Two weeks later I caught the bass, 
and it weighed barely three pounds. 
(Things always look bigger under- 
water, 

But a snorkeling trip into the old 
fishing hole will show much more 
than just rocks. 

By paddling along the surface and 
looking straight down (that's what 
the snorkel tube is for) you can see 
at least ten feet down in clear water. 
Logs, weedbeds, rocks, underwater 
springs, gullies and other fishy 
litde facts are easily found. 

Cruising through a bed of lily 
pads is always amusing. I've never, 
ever gone through a patch of pads 
without seeing at least one bass. 
There's always one on patrol. 

Another real bonanza of diving is 
finding lost fishing tackle on the 
bottom. Our original purpose for 
snorkeling in Peter's Pond was to 
find the spot a small boat over- 
turned this spring, to retrieve the 
rods, reels, tackle boxes and other 
goodies lost there. Had the pond 
been reasonably clear, we could 
have seen the gear from the surface 
and retrieved it easily. Oh well. 

Snorkeling isn't very dangerous, 
but a few safety rules should be 
strictly followed at all times. 

First -- never dive, alone, ever. 
Save the excuses and don't do it. 

Work out with your swim fins at 
least three times in a swimming 
pool before you head for the pond. 
Fins give you incredible speed in

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the water, but they'll also cramp up 
your legs if you haven't used them 
enough to get the muscles in shape. 

‘The same goes for using a snorkel 
tube. It looks simple, but clearing 
the water out of the tube before you 
can breathe again takes practice. 
Clearing water out of the mask is 
another skill worth practicing. 

In the water, never go far from 
your boat or a float marker. Ski 
boats can't see you when you're 
underwatcr, and a propeller docs 
the most terrible things to flesh that 
you could imagine. It’s worse than 
a shark attack. Yes, really! 

Don't worry about going too deep 
with snorkel gear. You can't. Your 
lungs will quickly say it's time to go 
back up. 

However, the dreaded “bends,” 
along with nightmarish "squeezes" 
and “embolisms” only happen to 
scuba divers, not snorkelers. 

If you try to go deep, you'll also 
find a common phenomenon called 
a "thermocline." Warm water rises 
and cool water sinks, and a thermo- 
cline is where the two layers mect 
You'll know it when you find one, 
because the "bathwater” of summer 
suddenly feels like Ma just turned 
on the kitchen sink in the middle of 
your shower. Most thermoclines 
are sharply defined, too. Your back 
will be warm while your belly

freezes. Amazing, but it gives you 
an idea of how fish really live. The 
water is downright cold just six feet 
or so from the surface. 

Oh, and NO spear fishing! It's 
illegal in fresh water. Unfair, too. 

By all means give snorkeling a 
try. It gives you a chance to look 
fish in the eye, and to learn about 
places where only your line has 
gone before. Guaranteed you'll 
learn something useful, and know- 
ledge never goes to waste. 

You might also be surprised at 
what you find down there!

Fishers on August 21 on the lower 
Merrimack River, 

Two events in the Friday night 
sky will have everyone looking up, 
if the clouds stay away. 

The first event is the Perscid 
meteor shower, which peaks Friday 
night. This annual sky show is 
caused by leftover bits of the comet 
Swift-Tuttle, which passed near the 
Earth some years back. A new 
moon (meaning “no” moon) on 
Friday will help with viewing, but 
don't expect too much. A meteor 
shower is just a sprinkling of 
shooting stars, not a downpour. 

Also on Friday night is another 
sky show, but this one is man-made. 
The Soviet Union's permanently 
manned “Mir” space station will 
hove into view in the northwest sky 
around 8:40 to 8:50 p.m., and will 
be visible for only three minutes 
before it sets in the castern sky. It 
will look like a bright, moving star. 
The Mir complex is made up of the 
Mir living unit, the Kvant astro- 
physics lab, a Soyuz TM-5 ferry 
ship and a Progress cargo ship. The 
whole thing is 110 feet long and 
weighs about 100,000 pounds! 

On a recent midnight fishing trip, 
I spotted no fewer than three space 
objects drifting along. It's easy: just 
look for a star that moves along, 
Thenight sky is full of satellites, 
and it's a cheap way to keep the kids 
occupied on a camping wip. 

Also in the night sky is the planct 
Mars, which grows brighter every 
night. Mars is nearing the peak of 
its 17-year cycle, and it should be at 
its brightest in a few weeks. Mars 
looks like a big red star in the 
southeast, but it doesn't twinkle. 
Stars twinkle, but planets don't.

“In addition. to daily, 
moderate doses of sunshine, 
dairy products and vitamin 
supplements are good sources 
of Vitamin D. Always consult 
your doctor, however, to check 
which source is best for you,” 
advised Secretary Lanzikos.

Currently the Soviet space’ 


station is manned by two 
cosmonauts, who have been on 
board since relieving the 
previous long duration crew in 
January 1988. In June a “guest 
cosmonaut” crew of three 
visited Mir for just over a week. 
Another guest cosmonaut visit 
is tentatively scheduled for late 
August. Mir has been con- 
tinuously manned since 
February 1987. 

The Soviet space station 
complex includes not only Mir, 
but also the Kvant astrophysics 
research module, the Soyuz Tm- 
5 ferry vehicle, and a Progress 
cargo ship. The complex is 
nearly 110 feet long and has a 
mass of almost 100,000 pounds. 

Although Mir orbits the earth 
about once every 90 minutes, it 
is visible from the ground only 
when the lighting conditions are 
right (that is Mir is sunlit and 
the sky dark) and (of course) 
the weather is clear.

Just as those blonde, blue- 
eyed Sicilians are products of 
the many conquerors on the 
island, so is much of their ar- 
chitecture, which was adapted 
to suit the needs of each in- 
vading army. The town was 
founded around 350 B.C, by the 
Greeks, although Romans, 
Arabs, Normans and Spaniards 
all built upon the cornerstone. 
And while Taormina is not on 
the beaten track, if you are 
doing a Rome-Venice-Florence 
tour, it is ideally situated for 
those spending a few days in 
Sicily. Excursion buses leave 
the town daily to Mount Etna, 
which is only about an hour's 
drive. You can take a public bus 
down to the famous Garden of 
Naxos or a different bus further 
up Mount Tauro past Taormina 
to Castel Mola, a hamlet of- 
fering magnificent vistas of the 
Sicilian shore.

Many of the buildings in 
Taormina date back to the 
Middle Ages. One of the more 
intriguing is the Palace of the 
Dukes of St. Stephen, the 
highlight being the double- 
lighted windows set in carved 
cornices carved from lava. 
Many of the buildings have been 
kept up and incorporated into 
contemporary usage, as the 
Ciampoli Palace, a Fifteenth 
Century Argonese building is 
now a hotel and the former 
church of St. Augustine, built in 
1448 and complete with an 
ancient clock tower, is now the 
municipal library. 

There are serious tennis 
courts in Taormina, but those 
who prefer to meditate among 
the flora will want to stroll 
through the public garden with 
its ocean view, especially 
breath-taking. at sunset. The 
wide range of flowers and 
greenery, along with the aviary 
and unusual playhouses, make 
it unlike any American counter- 
part. 

If you do take the 15-minute 
ride up to Castel Mola, expect a 
hairy trip on narrow, twisty 
roads that don’t seem to faze the 
natives in the least, but may 
leave you whiteknuckled. This 
aerie of a community provides a 
stimulating backdrop for a 
leisurely meal, as you can view 
the sea or the countryside, 
depending on which side of the 
street you choose. As in every 
Italian viflage, there is a church 
with a tiny square and shops. 
Needlepoint seems to be a 
specialty here and the natives 
will push a local, inexpensive 
almond liquor on you. Don’t 
bite. It’s that cheapo price for a 
reason. Wait until you get back 
to Taormina to try the man- 
dorla vino as an after dinner 
drink. It is much richer and 
while sweet, not cloyingly so. 

Don't be afraid to experiment 
outside of the guidebooks when 
looking for a restaurant. 
Because this is a resort area, 
you will find everything from 
the most inexpensive “trat- 
toria” to formal, and pricey, 
hotel dining rooms. While the

expensive hotels offer uniform 
quality, we had the most fun 
discovering a place down an 
alley or off a side street. One of 
the best nights my husband and 
1 spent was in Da Peppe’s 
Osteria, even though osterias 
are listed in the guidebooks at 
the lower end of dining-out 
charts, But sitting on old-fash- 
ioned barrel seats and carved 
booths, drinking home-made 
wine from colorful, glazed 
chicken-shaped pitchers, we 
could not have felt more a part 
of Sicily. 

And try dining outside at least 
once. While the antipasto, 
creamy pasta carbonara and 
numerous Sicilian seafood 
specialties would probably taste 
the same indoors, nothing 
enhances a meal more than 
moonlight shining through a 
grape arbor as you sip a local 
vino. And I do stress the vino 
here. Italian beer in general 
emits a ghastly, yeasty odor 
that doesn’t taste much better 
than it smells. And of course, as 
in most of Europe, it’s “acqua 
minerale” everywhere you go, 
or it’s a case of turista and you 
don’t go anywhere. 

You can either fly to Sicily 
from Rome, take the train, 
which is often loaded right onto 
a steamer without making you 
move, or grab the hydrofoil or 
ferry from Reggio-Calabria. 
The ferries are especially 
handy if you want to bring a car, 
although the trains and buses, 
though not always on time, go 
almost everywhere. While the 
train ride from Rome does take 
14 hours, we found it to be more 
pleasant than the three hours 
we spent on a smoky ferryboat 
trying to get to the Isle of Capri 
from Naples. But be forewar- 
ned, just because Taormina is 
out of the way doesn’t mean 
people don't make the effort. 
Taormina and the resorts 
around it are hopping in the 
summer, more so than any 
other part of Sicily. So from 
May through September you 
won't want to arrive without 
having written or called ahead 
for reservations.
